GOOD SHAPE 


A BANBURY GP surgery has been 
named one of the best performing 
in the county after a recent NHS pa¬ 
tient experience survey 

Banbury Health Centre in Bridge 
Street was ranked eighth in Oxford¬ 
shire with a 97 per cent rating in this 
year’s GP Patient Survey. 

Also near the top of the pile was Cro- 
predy Surgery, in Cropredy, which was 
rated 98 per cent and Bloxham Surgery 
in Bloxham which had 97 per cent. 

The survey asked people about a vari¬ 
ety of issues including waiting times, 
how easy it is to make an appointment, 
GP and nursing quality, opening times 
and overall experience. 

Andrew Elphick, speaking on behalf 
of Banbury Health Centre, said: “We 
are naturally pleased that our patients 
have had a positive overall experience 
with us. 

“We would attribute this result to the 
hard work and dedication of the whole 
of the Banbury Health Centre team.” 

Cropredy Surgery practice manager 
Lynne Jones said the staff were delight¬ 
ed at the survey’s result, and revealed 
patients had even brought in thank you 
cards to give to their GP. 

The family-run surgery has two GPs 
and looks after about 3,500 patients.

Mrs Jones said: “This survey is a great 
reflection on the work that the team do 
here. 

“We are only a small family-run sur¬ 
gery and the personal touch is some¬ 
thing we are very proud of. 

“We always make sure we keep the pa¬ 
tients at the front of what we do, even 
though we do face our own pressures as 
a surgery. 

“With new houses being built in the 
village I am not sure how long we can 
keep up with demand, and we are look¬ 
ing to expand if we can do so.” 

West Bar Surgery in Oxford Road 
only had a 73 per cent rating. 

Patients were asked to rate their sur¬ 
gery as very good, fairly good, fairly 
poor, very poor or neither good nor 
poor. 

In the county a total of 8,890 patients 
responded to the nationwide survey, 
about 39 per cent of the 22,903 sent out 
in the Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group (OCCG) region. 

Across the county’s 79 GP practices, 
85 per cent of patients reported an 
overall experience of good, compared 
to only five per cent claiming their 


experience was poor. Three-quarters of 
the surgeries, 60 out of 79, were rated 
above the national average of 85 per 
cent. 

The survey revealed The Leys Health 
centre in Blackbird Leys, Oxford, was 
ranked the worst with a third of its 
10,800 patients saying they did not have 
a good experience. 

At the other end of the table was the 
Wychwood Surgery, which has four GPs 
to see nearly 5,900 patients, with 100 per 
cent saying they had a good overall ex¬ 
perience. 

The survey was carried out by Ipsos 
Mori on behalf of NHS England. 

West Bar Surgery did not respond to 
requests for a comment.

Housing plans 
could see jobs 
being created

MORE than 170 jobs 
could be created in Ded¬ 
dington if a new 86- 
home building project 
goes ahead. 

Homebuilders David 
Wilson Homes are plan¬ 
ning the new Deddington 
Grange development on 
land next to Banbury Road, 
having first applied for 
planning permission back 
in 2013. 

Of the 86 homes, about a 
third would be classed as 
affordable homes. 

David Wilson Homes sen¬ 
ior sales manager Steve 
Barton said: “The new 
sites we are opening means 
there will be more choice 


for local buyers. This is 
good news for the local 
economy as in addition 
to the local construction 
jobs people who move into 
the new housing will also 
spend their wages locally. 

“This means a significant 
boost for local retailers as 
well.” 

Some of the homes are 
designed to help first-time 
buyers get on to the proper¬ 
ty ladder, through the Gov¬ 
ernment’s money-saving 
schemes. 

Mr Barton said: “Over 
the last year we have also 
seen the hugely successful 
continuation of the Help to 
Buy scheme. This means 
first-time buyers and those 
moving up the housing lad¬ 
der can get moving with 
just a five per cent deposit, 
a 20 per cent equity loan 
and a 75 per cent mort¬ 
gage.” 

The planned development 
has previously come under 
fire from residents in Ded¬ 


dington who are concerned 
the village will become too 
congested. 

The initial application 
for 85 homes was rejected 
by Cherwell District Coun¬ 
cil’s planning committee 
three years ago, but was 
overturned by the govern¬ 
ment’s Planning Inspector¬ 
ate. 

Inspector Paul Crysell 
said at the time that he 
reversed the decision be¬ 
cause the district council 
had not yet finalised a Lo¬ 
cal Plan detailing where 
major housing estates 
would go. 

The homebuilder is also 
building 65 two, three, four 
and five-bedroom homes at 
Adderbury Fields in Ad- 
derbury. 

In September, David Wil¬ 
son Homes announced 
plans to invest more than 
£400,000 in the community 
including in education, an 
outdoors sport facilities 
and public transport.

A DANCER who tangoed his way from 
Banbury to Buenos Aires to raise mon¬ 
ey for charity has spoken about his 
“amazing” once-in-a-lifetime journey 

Aseem Bandali set off from the UK 
in December for an 80-day pilgrimage 
to the birthplace of tango in South 
America. 

The former social worker, who has 
been practising Argentinian tango for 
nearly four years, started off in Oxford 
and travelled through France, Switzer¬ 
land, Spain, Gibraltar and Morocco be¬ 
fore reaching Argentina. 

On his way he took part in a series of 
dance events, or “milongas”, and col¬ 
lected more than £1,800 for charity Par¬ 
kinson’s UK. 

The 42-year-old, who is a member of 
the Tango Aurora Oxford group based 
in Botley and Jericho, said: “The whole 
trip was amazing. 

“I met some fascinating people and 
there were some great stories of kind¬ 
ness as well. 

“It was great to catch up with people 
I know and make new friends at the 
same time. 

“Paris was very interesting too be¬ 
cause it was only a month after the 
bombings. I’d been there before but it 
was a lot quieter than I remembered.” 

Mr Bandali took up dancing after 
going to taster sessions with a former 
girlfriend when living in London, and 
then carried on when he moved to Ox¬ 
fordshire. 

His journey was inspired by his 
friend and fellow dancer Anthony 
Brown, who was diagnosed with Par¬ 
kinson’s in 2008. 

On his way, Mr Bandali also stopped 
off to volunteer for various projects in 
return for a meal and a bed. 

Most unusually he spent time house¬ 
sitting for a person near Madrid where 
he looked after horses, goats and chick¬ 
ens.

‘Road plan will cost our village identity’ 


NEARLY 500 residents in 
Bodicote have called for plans 
for a new spine road through 
their village to be scrapped. 

People living in the village 
south of Banbury are 
complaining that road and 
housing developments mean 
their village is losing its 
identity. 

It comes after a planning 
application was submitted to 
the district council which 
would mean a new main road 
is built through Bodicote. 

The road would begin at the 
north entrance to the village, 
cut across White Post Road 
opposite Bishop Loveday 
School, through the fields 
between Salt Way and 
Banbury Cricket Club, before 
reaching to Bloxham Road. 

But a letter calling for the 
plan to be rejected has been 
sent to Cherwell District 
Council. 

It has been drafted by 
members of the Bodicote At

Risk campaign group, set up 
for residents to be able to 
express their concerns about 
new developments in the 
village. 

The letter said: "The current 
entrance to Bodicote sets a 
clear definition between 


village and town. However, 
the entrance and exit of the 
proposed spine road confuses 
this existing boundary and 
pushes the settlement line 
further into the parish. 

"Bodicote has already lost a 
large section of parish land at 
the hands of development 
built for the benefit of 
Banbury, like Longford 
Park." 

The letter went on to say 
that although the road will 
offer parking for 34 vehicles, 
the spaces would be difficult 
to police, meaning that they 
could be used solely by staff 
and council employees. 

A total of 370 objections - 
signed by 485 people - have 
also been submitted by 
residents. 

The road is also part of the 
village's infrastructure plan 
which is included in the new 
Banbury Masterplan, a draft of 
which has been produced by 
Cherwell District Council and 


is currently available for public 
consultation. 

The objections will now be 
sent to district council 
principal planning officer 
Matthew Parry, before the 
application is decided on by 
the council. 

Parish council chairman Ron 
Glynn previously said that the 
village had become a 
"dumping ground" for new 
homes. 

Bodicote has a population of 
2,500, and the district council 
has said that because the 
development is outside the 
village's boundaries the plans 
can go ahead. 

Developers Taylor Wimpey 
Oxfordshire is also building up 
to 1,070 homes on the new 
Longford Park, off Oxford 
Road. 

Facilities planned for 
residents include a new 
primary school, a doctor's 
surgery, a convenience store 
and three retail units.

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Extra armed police 
help protect public 
from threat of terror 


MORE armed police will 
help protect the public 
from terrorism, according 
to senior officers. 

Thames Valley Police has 
welcomed the 
Government’s plans to 
invest £143m into 
improving fire arms 
capability, including 
having more armed 
officers to tackle terror 
threats. The Home Office 
has provided the cash to 
train about 1,000 extra 
firearms officers 
nationwide to protect the 
public from terrorism. 

Temporary Assistant 
Chief Constable Joint 
Operations for Hampshire 
Constabulary and TVP, 
Scott Chilton, welcomed 
the cash injection. 

He said: “We have been 
developing plans for many 
months, supported by our 
Police and Crime 
Commissioners. This 
increase in funding is 
welcome as it will put us in 
an even stronger position 
to respond quickly and 
effectively to protect the 
public. We have been 
working with regional 
partners across the South 
East for some time to make 
sure that, when recruited 
and trained, these 


resources will be deployed 
to best effect.” 

He added more details of 
the plans will be revealed 
in the coming weeks. 

It is not known how 
many of the 1,000 new 
firearms officers will be 
trained in Oxfordshire or 
the Thames Valley 

The latest available 
figures show Thames 
Valley Police has 59 armed 
response vehicle officers, 
20 specialist firearm 
officers, 15 firearms 
instructors and 87 
protection group officers - 
firearms trained officers 
responsible for providing 
protection for special 
visiting parties. 

The cash is on top of that 
already pledged by 
individual chief 
constables to increase the 
number of armed officers 
under their command. 

About 1,000 officers 
across the country will be 
trained and equipped as a 
result of the government 
grant, which will be 
spread over five years, 
with another 500 trained 
using cash from police 
forces’ own budgets. 

The new officers are 
expected to be trained by 
April 2018. 



THIS year's mild winter has resulted 
in a surge in the number of small 
birds in our back gardens. 

Nearly 7,000 birdwatchers across 
Oxfordshire took part in this year's 
RSPB Big Garden Birdwatch. 

Like last year, the most common 
bird spotted in the county was the 
house sparrow, with 3.93 recorded 
on average per person per hour, up 
from 3.8 last year. 

The blue tit and woodpigeon came 
in second and third, with a respective 
average of 2.83 and 2.39 seen per 
hour. 

But the RSPB, which runs the 
birdwatch, said a warmer winter had 
benefitted many smaller garden 
birds such as long-tailed tits. 

Dr Daniel Hayhow, conservation 
scientist for the charity, said: "The 
increase in long-tailed tit sightings, 
along with other smaller garden 
birds, just goes to show that in the 
absence of very cold weather these 
species can survive the winter 
months in much greater numbers. 

"The warmer temperatures have 
made it easier to find food, like 
insects, which in previous colder 
winters would have been harder to 
come by because of frosts and 
snow." 

As part of the birdwatch, people 
grabbed their binoculars to record 
how birds and other wildlife are 
faring in gardens across the nation. 

Participants counted the number of 
birds in their garden or local park, 
sending back their observations via a 
form or through an online "bird 
counter".

Bid to plug£ 13 m 
hole in care plan 

Cash crisis looms at hospital as group warns it is unable balance the books

HEALTH services at Ban¬ 
bury’s Horton Hospital 
could face a financial cri¬ 
sis as the organisation that 
buys care has admitted it 
cannot yet balance its books 
for the coming year. 

Oxfordshire Clinical Commis¬ 
sioning Group’s (OCCG) stark 
warning last Wednesday was 
that it would either have to pay 
less or do less in the next 12 
months as it struggles to plug a 
£13m black hole. 

With less cash coming from 
central government it needs to 
axe its spending by £22.4m, but 
it has only identified £9.1m of 
savings so far. 

OCCG’s chief executive David 
Smith told the board: “Discus¬ 
sions come back to there being 
more to do with the money than 
we are able to. It’s that combina¬ 
tion; it’s either we do less or we 
pay less.” The 11-strong OCCG 
board, which consists of five 
county doctors among its NHS 
professionals, is responsible for 
agreeing how to fund healthcare 
across the county including hos¬ 
pital care, community hospitals, 
end of life care, mental health 
services and ambulances.

It also contracts out services 
to organisations such as Oxford 
University Hospitals, which 
uses the cash to hire staff, pay 
for equipment and provide its 
services. 

But because the savings have 
not been identified, it could 
mean places such as the Hor¬ 
ton, John Radcliffe, Churchill 
hospital, the Nuffield Orthopae¬ 
dic Centre and Oxford Health 

- which runs mental health ser¬ 
vices and community hospitals 

- have less cash. Direct cuts to 
services have not been ruled in 
or out but the board pointed out 
there is a growing pressure for 
its services. 


Healthwatch Oxfordshire’s 
executive director Carol Moore 
said by not highlighting where 
the axe will fall, OCCG risked 
causing concern in patients 
and the public. She added: “The 
CCG says it is working to iden¬ 
tify where those savings can be 
made, without indicating wheth¬ 
er it is looking at greater effi¬ 
ciencies or changes to services, 
which misses an opportunity to 
allay public concern.” 

OCCG also pays for the coun¬ 
ty’s NHS 111 non-emergency hel¬ 
pline, autism diagnosis centres, 
and physiotherapy services and 
has secured an agreement with 
NHS England to take on respon¬ 
sibility for primary care - such 
as GPs - with a £90m budget. 

The financial black hole 
emerged on the final day of the 
£2m pilot scheme to tackle the 
county’s bed-blocking crisis. 

The plan was to reduce the 
number of delayed transfers of 
care - patients medically fit to 
leave hospital being stranded in 
beds because they have nowhere 
to go - down to 30. 

Despite moving more than 
290 patients since the scheme 
launched in November, the total 
number of patients stuck in hos¬ 
pital beds had only fallen by 28, 
from 159 to 131 by March 24.

Level 3 IT students put their cod¬ 
ing skills to the test as they worked 
in teams to programme a small robot 
around a course and use its grab hands 
to remove a rocket from the rear of a 
model car. 

They were helped out by the educa¬ 
tion team at Bloodhood Super Sonic 
Car, which this summer will be travel¬ 
ling to South Africa to practise its own 
world record attempt. 

Designed and constructed in the UK, 
Bloodhound SSC is a high-technology 
project set up specifically to break the 
l,000mph barrier. 

Student Jamie Nicol, 19, said: “We 
have done this sort of scratch coding 
before, but it is good to apply it to a 
practical project. 

“It gives you a better understanding 
of how much programming goes into 
projects and the problem solving in¬ 
volved. 

“Things don’t just work straight away, 
you have to keep going back and refin¬ 
ing the code and testing the impact on 
what you want the robot to do.” 

Gerry Heather, from the Bloodhound 
education team, said: “One of the key 
objectives of the Bloodhound project 
is to inspire the next generation about 
science, technology, engineering and 
maths. 

“Projects such as this help students to 
understand the importance of coding 
and the role that robots can play in real 
life scenarios. 

“Working with Level 3 college stu¬ 
dents is important, as these young peo¬ 
ple will soon be coming into the indus¬ 
try 

“Robotics, telemetry and program¬ 
ming is so important to the future of 
the IT and communications industry 
and we hope to show young people how 
these skills are applicable to a range of 
roles.” 

During their trip to South Africa the

team will attempt a speed of 800mph 
in the desert, and based on its success 
will then schedule a l,000mph record 
attempt. 

The record is currently held by Brit¬ 
ish pilot Andy Green who travelled at a 
speed of 763mph in the Nevada desert 
in 1997. 

The education team has previously 
run roadshows for local schools from 
the Banbury and Bicester campuses.

Scheme to turn block

After securing a grant

"The council is always keen 
to work in partnership with 
the private and voluntary 
sectors to make sure that 
this kind of provision is 
available. 

"This scheme will help 
meet that need and support 
younger people with a 
home that will be a secure 
base from which they can 
find their feet and take up 
employment and training 
opportunities."

Support for changes 
to discharge process 


CHANGES to the way patients 
are discharged from hospital 
have been welcomed by the 
county's patient watchdog. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire 
had reported on the discharge 
process in September and the 
county's hospitals have now 
said they will introduce a 
number of improvements. 

Oxford University Hospitals 
NHS Foundation Trust - which 
runs the John Radcliffe, 
Churchill, Horton General and 
Nuffield Orthopaedic 
hospitals - and Oxford Health 
NHS Foundation Trust - which 
runs the county's community 
hospitals - said each hospital 
would identify a nurse who 
patients could speak to about 
discharge enquiries. 

The patient discharge 
summary is to be redesigned 
and all current discharge 
posters and leaflets will be 


reviewed with the aim of 
creating a new 
comprehensive leaflet. 

This would include useful 
information and a section 
with personalised discharge 
information. 

Each patient will also have a 
discharge plan including the 
named nurse and contact 
numbers. 

Healthwatch Oxfordshire 
executive director Carol 
Moore said: "We are pleased 
that the providers have 
accepted our 

recommendations concerning 
clearer communication with 
patients, and improving the 
pharmacy processes. 

"We hope that these 
changes, along with others 
that the trusts are making, 
will lead to a smoother, 
simpler discharge for 
Oxfordshire patients."

Migrant killed in collision

18-year-old Iraqi found dead 
on road by police was living 
in refugee camp in France

A MAN who died after being in¬ 
volved in a collision with a lorry 
in Banbury is believed to be a 
refugee who travelled to the UK 
from France. 

The victim, named by charity Help 
Refugees as 18-year-old Mohammed 
Hussain, was found dead by po¬ 
lice in Beaumont Road in the early 
hours of Friday. 

According to the aid charity, he 
was from the Iraqi region of Kurdis¬ 
tan and had been living in a refugee 
camp in Dunkirk, northern France, 
for six months. 

Thames Valley Police said the man 
died after a crash involving a lorry 
at about 4.30am. 

The road was closed for about five 
hours while police investigated the 
incident. 

Banbury town councillor Surinder 
Dhesi paid tribute to the victim. 

She said: “It is a very sad that 
someone has lost their life in this 
tragic accident. My deepest condo¬ 
lences to the young person’s family 
for their sad loss. 

“Beaumont Road leading on to 
Southam Road is very busy and we 
need to make sure we gather all the 
information regarding the accident 
to ascertain what to do next to pre¬ 
vent it from happening again.” 


Cherwell district councillor Matt 
Johnstone added: “I was deeply sad¬ 
dened to hear about the crash this 
morning. 

“My thoughts are with his family 
and friends at this time.” 

Help Refugees volunteer Maddie 
Harris said Mr Hussain had made 
the journey to be reunited with an 
uncle living in Manchester, mean¬ 
ing that he could have made an asy¬ 
lum claim to remain in the UK. 


She said when surviving family 
members in Dunkirk - a cousin and 
an uncle - called his mobile phone 
on Friday evening it was answered 
by police officers. 

Ms Harris, who works in the 
Dunkirk camp, said: “The police an¬ 
swered and I was asked to speak to 
them. 

“He was underneath a truck, there 
was an accident and he was killed. 

“He’d been in Dunkirk a long time 
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-maybe he decided to go on his own. 

“All Mohammed was trying to do 
was to find a better life and he felt 
this was his only option.” 

According to the charity Mr Hus¬ 
sain’s death is thought to be the first 
on UK soil this year. 

Thames Valley Police spokes¬ 
woman Connie Primmer said they 
believed no other vehicles were in¬ 
volved in the incident and that the 
force has launched a full investiga¬ 
tion into the incident. 

The driver of the van was later 
arrested on suspicion of causing 
death by dangerous driving but has 
now been released without charge. 

A force spokesman added that the 
victim’s next of kin has been in¬ 
formed, and it is preparing a file for 
the coroner. 

They refused to identify the victim 
but according to the charity formal 
identification was due to take place 
on Monday

THE world as we perceive it is a 
grand illusion in the impressive 
sci-fi thriller, Midnight Special. 

Written and directed by Jeff 
Nichols, who deservedly won 
plaudits for the 2013 drama Mud, 
this elegantly constructed 
portrait of a father-son 
relationship owes a sizeable debt 
to Steven Spielberg. 

Close Encounters Of The E. T. 
Kind would be a fitting 
alternative title for Nichols’ 
enigmatic picture, which begs 
tantalising questions about our 
place in a vast, unexplored 
universe. 

Midnight Special plays cat-and- 
mouse with our frayed nerves. 

Nichols sustains tension with 
aplomb and his lean script 
eschews mawkish 
sentimentality, even when 
parents face the prospect of 
heartbreaking sacrifice for the 
ones they love. 

Shannon, who has appeared in 
all of Nichols’ films, is tightly 
wound as a father on a mission, 
but he skilfully reveals chinks 
of anguish and paternal pride in 
his character’s armour. 

Scenes between the Kentucky- 
born leading man and young 
co-star Lieberher are 
spellbinding, especially when 
the little boy serenely tells his 
father not to worry about him 
and Roy responds proudly, “I’ll 
always worry about you Alton, 
that’s the deal.” 

We certainly don’t need to 
worry about Nichols’ film. 

THE HUNTSMAN: WINTER'S WAR 
(12A, 117 mins) Fantasy/Action/

MIRROR, mirror on the wall, 
who’s the fairest of them all? 


Alas, not Cedric Nicolas- 
Troyan’s functional prequel- 
cum-sequel to the 2012 fantasy 
Snow White And The Huntsman, 
which promises a yarn “that 
comes long before happily ever 
after”. 

The Huntsman: Winter’s War 
boasts jaw-dropping costumes, 
sets and production design, plus 
special effects-laden action 
sequences awash with 
rampaging goblins and a shape- 
shifting arch-villainess. 

However, all of the slick, 
digitally rendered beauty 
cannot disguise uneven 
performances and a plodding 
script by Evan Spiliotopoulos 
and Craig Mazin, which 
cynically melds Hans Christian 
Andersen’s The Snow Queen and 
the Brothers Grimm to woo 
audiences, who hanker for a 
live-action version of Frozen. 

Kristen Stewart is noticeably 
absent as Snow White, who 
appears fleetingly in flashback, 
but Chris Hemsworth and 
Charlize Theron reprise their 
roles as swaggering hero and 
scheming megalomaniac, on a 
collision course with destiny 

If risible regional accents 
were a crime punishable under 
UK law, Oscar-nominated 
actress Jessica Chastain would 
be sentenced to life without 
parole. 

Her gung-ho attempts at a 
Scottish burr catalyse several 
moments of unintentional 
hilarity when her acrobatic 
warrior isn’t somersaulting 
through breathlessly 
orchestrated fight sequences. 

Scheming Queen Ravenna 
(Theron) rules over her realm in 
the south with a steely glare, 
aided by the shape-shifting 
magic mirror. 

Her kind-hearted younger 
sister, Freya (Emily Blunt), falls 
madly in love with the Duke of 
Blackwood (Colin Morgan), who 
is promised to another, and falls 
pregnant with his child. 

Shortly after the birth of a 
baby girl, the Duke torches the 
infant in its crib, unleashing a

The One-in-a-million Boy by 
Monica Wood is published in 
hardback by Headline, priced

ON A Vitkus is a 104-year-old Lithu¬ 
anian immigrant who has, apart 
from three blazing months back 
in the summer of 1914 when she 
ran away to the circus, lived a staid 
suburban existence. But when an 
11-year-old boy scout arrives on 
her doorstep to fulfill a season of 
community service, she gets more 
than she bargains for. When the 
boy dies suddenly, his father, hap¬ 
less guitarist Quinn, feels obliged to 
show up in his place. The two strike 
up an unlikely friendship which 
impacts both their lives in unfore¬ 
seen ways. This is a novel about 
many things: isolation, community, 
music, language and friendship. 
Wood's prose sparkles with lyrical 
descriptions and sharp observations 
about people and their motiva¬ 
tions. But the over-arching theme 
running through it all concerns 


second chances. Even when you're 
older than a century, life still has 
the capacity to surprise you.

THE Great Fire of London is raging 
and James Marwood, the son of 
a traitor, is charged with solving a 
series of murders. Picking his way 
through the burning remnants 
of one of Europe's great cities, 
Marwood has to sift through the 
wrecked lives of those he encoun¬ 
ters if he is to solve the complex 
mystery unfolding in front of him. 
With the life of his father and that 
of his own at the whim of a series 
of masters, including the recently 
restored King, Marwood must 
tread carefully. This is a complex 
weave of history and mystery and 
the first of a new series from Taylor, 
who has won a number of awards 
for historical crime writing and seen 
his work adapted for TV.

IF you like a stylish, good- 
looking car with loads of 
equipment you will love the 
Mazda CX-3. If you love a 
bargain you might be less 
impressed. 

Styled like the larger CX-5, its 
well-finished interior feels like 
the Mazda2, with quality materi¬ 
als and a classy dashboard. 

All models comes with a seven- 
inch touchscreen and a rotary 
controller, which keeps the num¬ 
ber of buttons to a minimum. 

There is plenty of interior 
space and the driver’s seat is 
height adjustable. 

Boot space is on the pace for its 
sector, with the added advantage 
of a false floor, which both aids 
loading items and also hides 
items out of sight. 

Mazda is offering a choice of 
three engines - a 105 horsepower 
1.5-litre diesel and a 2.0-litre pet¬ 
rol with either 120 horsepower 
or 150 horsepower outputs. 

On twisting minor roads the 
front-wheel-drive CX-3 really 
comes to life, with grippy, sharp 
handling and a comfortable ride. 
There is also a four-wheel-drive 
model. 

Smart brake support uses ra¬ 
dar and a camera to monitor the 



road and apply the brakes if a 
dangerous situation is detected. 

The system also delivers extra 
braking power if the driver ap¬ 
plies the brakes. 

Blind spot monitoring uses ra¬ 
dar to keep an eye on the road 
to the sides and rear, warning 
of vehicles approaching in ad¬ 
jacent lanes with a flashing in¬ 
dicator in the side mirror and a 
buzzer sound if you signal a lane 
change. 

A lane departure warning 
system examines the lane mark¬ 
ings using a camera and warns 
the driver of unintentional lane 
changes. 

High beam control uses a 
camera to monitor oncoming 


headlights and the tail lights of 
preceding vehicles, switching 
automatically between high and 
low beams. 

The sound system is a seven- 
speaker Bose unit, and allows 
Bluetooth connection to a smart¬ 
phone. The satellite navigation 
system includes three years of 
updates and support for 19 audio 
and 26 text languages. 

Rear parking sensors aid park¬ 
ing. 

If style is paramount then the 
CX-3 is a winner. 

And to prove the point it was 
selected as a top three contender 
for the 2016 World Car Design of 
the Year, alongside the Jaguar 
XE and the Mazda MX-5.

Don’t buy vehicle just for investment 


INTEREST in classic cars has for a 
long time been the preserve of 
knowledgeable, keen enthusiasts 
who have often been prepared to 
spend more money than the car is 
worth to keep it on the road or 
track.

in their day, pretty humdrum 
machines. 

If we could all spot the cars that 
are going to be very popular and 
rise in value, we'd all be getting 
rich, but the market is less 
predictable nowadays. What was 
once cool can quickly become 
yesterday's news. 

Instead of trying to view classic 
cars as a way of fattening your 
wallet, it is far better to choose the 
make and model you really want 
to own. Then, if prices do drop or 
you have to spend more than you 
expected maintaining the car, you 
will be happy to oblige in return 
for enjoying your time driving it.
